With blue mold in many plant beds 
in Kentucky this spring. Dr. W D. 
Valleau, plant pathologist at the Ag¬ 
ricultural Experiment Station at 
Lexington, believes tobacco growers 1 
may have to live with the disease in ' 
the future.

In the future, 
it will be advisable to put plant beds 
in the open where they can get no 
shade. The disease develops more 
rapidly on tender plants under cot¬ 
ton than on plants from which the 
cotton is removed early in the morn¬ 
ing and left off until the plants dry.
